Breach of Principle 
By United States Senators 


It hats no t been rev ealed whether so mething mo re 
than usual was bo thering Senato r Claude Pepper, 
Flo rida’s gift to the United States Senate, when Ira 
Masher, fo rmer president o f the Natio nal Asso ciatio n 
o f Manufacturers, was testify ing befo re the Senate 
Labo r co mmittee. No r has he ex plained his o utrageo us 
.‘^atemenl that “ it was the po o r peo ple who se so ns 
went to the battlefield, and a lo t o f manufacturers’ 
so ns who stay ed at ho me and go t rich.” 
Mr. Masher, it happens, lo st three members o f 
his family during the war. Later, the Senato r tried 
to ea^e the situatio n by stating that he had o nly made 
a generalizatio n. 
This, o f co urse, o nly serv ed to 
co mpo und his indiscretio n. 
By co incidence, o n the same day , a nav al o fficer, 
Capt. Ro ss A. Dierdo fl, was reliev ed o f duty and repri­ 
manded o fficially fo r making a dero gato ry remark 
abo ut Senato r Harley M. Kilgo re o f West Virginia. 
Acco rding to news acco unts, the Senato r had made a 
slurring remark abo ut the Captain’s superio r o fficer, 
and the Captain’s rejo iner w’as that Senato r Kilgo re 
was a. “ po litician no t fit fo r the Admiral to wipe his 
sho es o n.” To any o ne kno wing .serv ice traditio n, It 
is o bv io us that the Captain dug his o wn grav e as far 
as his Nav y future was co ncerned. 
The o bv io us generalizatio n here is that Senato rs 
can and do indulge in sho cking lapses o f pro priety , 
and get away with it. That is no t the spirit o f co n­ 
gressio nal immunity , but that is what it has co me to 
mean. Tlie nav al o fficer needs no defense, no r do es 
Mr. Mo sher. 
But it do es seem that the two Senato rs hav e left 
themselv es o pen to charges o f an unfo rgiv able breach 
o f principle. It’s so mething that sho uld be v iewed 
with resentment and dismay .

A new and festiv e no te co uld be Intro duced into 
ho liday repasts. By co urtesy o f Whitaker Chambers 
we might hav e pumpkin-co lo red o leo fo r Thanks­ 
giv ing, o r peppermint-co lo red o leo fo r Christmas, o r 
red-whlte-and-blue fo r the Fo urth o f J uly . If the 
Ice cream manufacturers can do it, w’hy no t the o leo - 
makers? The dairy farmers themselv es might catch 
o n to the idea, instead o f limiting their artificial 
co lo ring o f butter, at certain times o f the y ear, y ello w. 
Of co urse, so me ho usewiv es wo uld prefer the tra­ 
ditio nal butter-co lo r fo r o leo . In so me states they 
can buy pre-co lo red margarine. Why sho uld the Mary ­ 
land ho usewife who happens to prefer y ello w mar­ 
garine 
hardly fo r the sake o f deceiv ing her family 
—go to the tro uble o f disso lv ing a pellet o f co lo ring 
matter? In their fear o f undue co mpetitio n, the dairy 
farmers are impasing an unfair labo r practice o n 
the ho usewife.

Pennsy lv ania has a cigarette tax o f fo ur cents a 
pack. Delaware has no ne, Hence the Key sto ne state 
has the well-kno wn pro blem o f co llecting the tax o n 
cigareties that co me in by mail o r o therwise 
Fo r mail-o rder smo kes, it has been deemed im­ 
practical to tr>' to enfo rce the sectio n o f law that 
makes it illegal fo r any o ne to po ssess 200 o r mo re 
o n which state tax has no t been paid. The state 
kno ws it canno t spread a great netwo rk o f sleuths 
to search priv ate ho mes and o ffices fo r co ntraband. 
The Pennsy lv ania Department o f Rev enue, ho w­ 
ev er. has been try ing to get results by co ncentrating 
o n the highway s leading into the state fro m Delaware. 
Tho usands o f mo to rists hav e been sto pped by Penn­ 
sy lv ania gendarmes seeking cigarettes that were pur­ 
chased o ut o f the state. That seems anart, fro m the 
v lewrpo iRt o f the state “ rev enuers.” 
But the ro ad-blo ck plan hasn’t been wo rking lo o 
W’eJ , apparently . Perhaps to o mamy v o ters hav e been 
antago nized. 
Perhaps the autho rities figured to o 
much o f the state tro o pers’ tifne was being wasted in 
this way . Ho w^ co uld a co p be sure a driv er had cig­ 
arettes befo re nailing him? Co uldn’t that be do ne by 
hav ing spo tters in Delaw’are, w’atching trav elers go ing 
into sto res and co ming o ut with cigarettes? 
That’s what the Pennsy lv ania sleuths hav e been 
^Ing. The sto ry is that plainclo thes men in cars hav e 
been spy ing o n buy ers and then radio ing to co nfed­ 
erates acro ss the line who then sto p the cars with 
great self-assurance. Delaware sto rekeepers and their 
custo mers do n’t like it. 


Trojan Horse Meat 


It takes all kinds o f bait to catch fish, and the 
co mmunists hav e sho wn a happy faculty fo r apply ing 
this truism to their netting ex pendltio ns fo r co nv erts.

The Changed 
Pneumonia Picture 
S 


INCE the adv ent of the wonder 
drugs, pneum onia has ceased to 
be the dangerous threa t it wa.s 
in the past. These rem arkable 
remedies hav e altered the course of 
the m alady to such an extent tha t 
its original description is outmoded. 
In the medical school, for example, 
the professor m ight not be able to 
find a case to dem onstrate to the 
students with all the trim m ings as 
giv en in textbooks on nu'dicine: Ue 
would be forced to reminisce on a 
decade or tw'o ago when the v ictim 
was desperately ill for ten days be­ 
fore the crisis tooK place. This left 
the patient as weak as a pup and 
weeks passed before the feeling of 
well being returned. T he older phy­ 
sician could tell how' helpless he was 
w ithout a specific remedy and tha t 
only two out of three surv iv ed the 
ordeal. 


We hope tha t these days are gone 
forev er. B ut there is more to pneu­ 
m onia than this. Since the sulfo­ 
nam ides and penicillin came into 
being, the character of the disease 
has changed, a situation tha t offers 
one of the greatest m edical m ys­ 
teries of our time. Lobar pneum onia, 
due to the pneumococcus, was ex­ 
trem ely prev alent, accounting for 
more than 95 per cent of all cases. 
Til is is the type tha l responds so 
well to penicillin and the sulfo­ 
namides. Now we see more v irus, 
or atypical pneum onia, a different 
breed entirely. ThLs is difficult to 
explain but it may be tha t the use 
of the sulfas for ev ery little indis­ 
position has played a role: by killing 
off m any of the usual offenders, a 
stronger strain of m icro-organism s 
or v iruses m ay hav e taken o^’er. 
T his is pure conjecture but w ithin 
the realm of possibility. 
As a result, we now see an atypical 
form of the disorder, which resem ­ 
bles influenza in its early m anifes­ 
tations. Headache, chilliness, fev er, 
and m uscular aches in the chest and 
abdomen appear and there is an 
associated cough tha t is dry and 
raspy at first and later, more moist. 
Unlike the lobar v ariety the white 
blood count is not elev ated and the 
expectorated m aterial is rarely ru.sty 
in color. 
The physician also has his tro u­ 
bles: when he listens 
to the chest 
v ia the siethescope or taps with his 
fingers, few' of the characteristic 
findings of pneum onia are present, 
particularly a t first. Unless an X - 
ray is taken, the true nature of the 
lung condition often escapes detec­ 
tion until it is obv ious to all con­ 
cerned tha t the sufferer has more 
than just a simple cold. 
In mild 
cases, an accurate appraisal of the 
sym ptoms m ay not be m ade unless 
enough discom fort exists to call for 
a chest plate. Sometimes the indi­ 
v idual walks about w ith pneum onia, 
doing his job but not feeling up to 
par. 


Bed rest is adv ised for any type 
of pneum onia but the “one a day” 
large injection of penicillin or the 
newer tablets hav e m ade it pos­ 
sible for m any 
patients 
to 
be 
treated a t home instead of in the 
hospital. 
This antibiotic is less 
effectiv e when a v irus is responsible 
but is giv en usually to ward off 
secondary inv aders tha t m ight be 
com plicating the ailm ent. 
F ruit 
juices, cough medicines, croUp k et­ 
tles, and salicylates like aspirin are 
helpful. 
The 
am ount 
of 
food 
serv ed depends upon the inv alid’s 
appetite: if It is good, he should 
be perm itted to eat. 
A fter the 
tem perature drops to norm al and 
the chest m anifestations show signs 
of disappearing, partial activ ity is 
adv isable. 
Sev eral 
weeks 
may 
elapse before the indiv idual feels 
well enough to return to work.

The Changed 
Pneumonia Picture 


It has not been revealed whether .something more 
than usual was bothering Senator Claude Pepper. 
Florida’s gift to the United States Senate, when Ira 
Mosher, former president of the National Association 
of Manufacturers, was testifying before the Senate 
Labor committee. Nor has he explained his outrageous 
batem ent that ‘ it was the poor people whose sons 
went to the battlefield, and a lot of m anufacturers’ 
sons who stayed at home and got rich." 
Mr. Mosher, it happens, lost three members of 
his family during the war. Later, the Senator tried 
to ease the situation by stating that he had only made 
a generalization. 
This, of course, only served to 
compound his indiscretion 
By coincidence, on the same day. a naval officer. 
Capt. Ross A. Dierdoff, was relieved of duty and repri­ 
manded officially for making a derogatory remark 
about Senator Harley M. Kilgore of West Virginia. 
According to news accounts, the Senator had made a 
slurring remark about the Captain’s superior officer, 
and the Captain’s rejoiner was that Senator Kilgore 
was a “politician not fit for the Admiral to wipe his 
thoes o n " To anyone knowing service tradition, It 
Is obvious th at the Captain dug his own grave as far 
as his Navy future was concerned. 
The obvious generalization here Is that Senators 
can and do indulge in shocking lapses of propriety. 
ana get away with it. That is not the spirit of con­ 
gressional immunity, but that Is what it has come to 
mean. The naval officer needs no defense, nor does 
Mr. Masher. 
But it does seem that the two Senators have left 
themselves open to charges of an unforgivable breach 
of principle. It s something that should be viewed 
with resentm ent and dismay.

INCE tile advent of the wonder 
drugs, pneumonia has ceased to 
be the dangerous threat it was 
in tile past. These remarkable 
remedies have altered the course of 
the malady to such an extent that 
its original description is outmoded. 
In the medical school, for example, 
the professor might not be able to 
find a case to demonstrate to the 
students with all the trimmings as 
given in textbooks on medicine* He 
mould be forced to reminisce on a 
decade or two ago when the victim 
was desperately ill for ten days be­ 
fore the crisis too* place. This left 
the i>atient as weak as a pup and 
weeks Jmssed before the feeling of 
mell being returned. The older phy­ 
sician could tell horn’ helpless he mas 
without a specific remedy and that 
only tmo wit of three survived the 
ordeal. 
• - • - a 
We hope that these days are gone 
forever. But there is more to pneu­ 
monia than this. Since the sulfo­ 
namides and penicillin came into 
being, the character of the disease 
has changed, a situation that offers 
one of the greatest medical mys­ 
teries of our time. Lobar pneumonia, 
due to the pneumococcus, was ex­ 
tremely prevalent, accounting for 
more than 95 per cent of all cases 
This is the type thai responds so 
melt to penicillin and the sulfo­ 
namides. Nom* m*e see more virus, 
or atypical pneumonia, a different 
breed entirely. This is difficult to 
explain but it may be that the use 
of the sulfas for every little indis­ 
position has played a role: by killing 
off many of the usual offenders, a 
stronger strain of micro-organisms 
or viruses may have taken ewer.

Now Comes Suggestion 
For Multi-Colored Oleo 
Those mho feel that this modem world Is I 
coming too drab—it always seems that way in February 
—owe a vote of thanks to one segment of the dairy 
farmers. Representatives of one group propose that 
lf oleomargarine must be colored at all It should 
take some other color than yellow—"say blue or 
green ” 
Nom there is a brilliant suggestion for brighten­ 
ing up the home. The only trouble is that it is too 
restricted 
Why limit the color of oleo to blue or 
green? W hat’s the m atter with rose. cameo, char­ 
treuse, orchid, fushia and other subtle hues which 
the modem couturiers use to skillfully? In that way 
the hostess could serve her guests oleo to match her 
gown or candles. 
A new and festive note could be introduced into 
holiday repasts. By courtesy of Whitaker Chambers 
we might have pumpkin-colored oleo for Thanks­ 
giving. or pcppermint -colored oleo for Christmas, or 
rcd-white-and-blue for the Fourth of July. If the 
ice cream manufacturers can do It, why not the oleo- 
ir.akers? The dairy farmers themselves might catch 
on to the idea, instead of limiting their artificial 
coloring of butter, at certain times of the year. yellow. 
Of course, some housewives would prefer the tra ­ 
ditional butter-color for oleo. In some states they 
can buy pre-colored margarine. Why should the Mary­ 
land housewife who happens to prefer yellow m ar­ 
garine—hardly for the sake of deceiving her family 
—go to the trouble of dissolving a pellet of coloring 
m atter? In their fear of undue competition, the dairy 
farmers are impaling an unfair labor practice on 
the housewife. 


Pennsylvania “Spy-Ring" 
On Delaware Cigarettes 
Pennsylvania has a cigarette tax of four cents a 
pack 
Delaware has none. Hence the Keystone state 
has the well-known problem of collecting the tax on 
cigarettes that come in by mail or otherwise 
For mail-order smokes, it has been deemed im ­ 
practical to try to enforce the section of law that 
makes it illegal for anyone to possess 200 or more 
on which state tax has not been paid. The state 
knows it cannot spread a great network of sleuths 
to search private homes and offices for contraband. 
The Pennsylvania Department of Revenue, how­ 
ever. has been trying to get results by concentrating 
on the highways leading into the state from Delaware. 
Thousands of motorists have been stopped by Penn­ 
sylvania gendarmes seeking cigarettes that were pur­ 
chased out of the state. That seems smart, from the 
viewpoint of the state “revenuers.** 
But the road-block plan hasn t been working too 
well, apparently. Perhaps too many voters have been 
antagonized. 
Perhaps the authorities figured too 
much of the state troopers’ time was being wasted in 
this way. How could a cop be sure a driver had cig­ 
arettes before nailing him? Couldn’t that be done by 
having spotters in Delaware, watching travelers going 
into stores and coming out with cigarettes? 
That's what the Pennsylvania sleuths have been 
.loing The story is that plainclothes men in cars have 
been spying on buyers and then radioing to confed­ 
erates across the line who then stop the cars auth 
great self-assurance Delaware storekeepers and their 
customers d o n t like it. 


This is pure conjecture but within 
the realm of possibility.

Bed nest is advised for any type 
of pneumonia but the “one a day'* 
large injection of penicillin or the 
newer tablets have made it pos­ 
sible for many 
patient* 
to 
be 
treated at home instead of in the 
hospital. 
This antibiotic is less 
effective when a virus is responsible 
but is given usually to ward off 
secondary invaders that might be 
complicating the ailment. 
Fruit 
Juices, cough medicines, croup ket­ 
tles, and salicylates like aspirin are 
helpful. 
The 
amount 
of 
food 
served depends upon the invalid’s 
appetite; if It is good, he should 
be permitted to eat. 
After the 
temperature drops to normal and 
the chest manifestations show signs 
of disappearing, partial activity is 
advisable. 
Several 
weeks 
may 
elapse before the individual feels 
well enough to return to work.

shaggy-dog

Vaughan’s Monkey Wrenches 
Nobody would begrudge General 
Vauglian his seat at the right hand 
of the President, hts medals, his 
limousine, his titles or his flunkeys, 
or his $12,000 salary, if it were not 
for the fact that the General is not 
satisfied to remain a court jester. 
He insists on poking his hand into 
the delicate machinery of govern­ 
ment. 


Vaughan's 
humor, 
which 
has 
taken the fonn of turning a pig 
loose in the office of J. Edgar 
Hoover and of berating his boss 
with barrack-room language for 
playing the wrong card at poker, is 
usually difficult to print. 
Milder examples of Vaughanian 
wit include: 


And whenever he does so. he 
nearly always inserts a monkey 
wrench.

Co., also of Milwaukee. Salary — 
$4,200 
Then, in 1939, Vaughan came to 
work for Senator Truman as secre­ 
tary. Came the war and Truman hit 
the headlines as head of the Tru­ 
man Committee. Vaughan secured 
a commission as lieutenant colonel, 
went to Australia where he served 
as provast marshal at Brisbane. He 
didn t get along too well with Gen­ 
eral MacArthur and came home. 
Army Press Relations, when asked 
about General Vaughan's record in 
Australia, said that it could not go 
into details without querying the 
officer himself, in this case Gen­ 
eral Vaughan. No official record is 
obtainable, therefore, as to the ex­ 
act areas where Vaughan served in 
Australia, or why he was trans­ 
ferred. Friends said, however, that 
he was a good rear-area officer.

Arriving in Europe with an ad­ 
vance build-up by Vaughan, "Col­ 
onel” Julian toured the entire Am­ 
erican zone of Germany as the 
guest of the Army, was given a 
military aide, and spent an hour 
with General Clay — one of the 
busiest men in the world.

BABSON PARK, Fla.. Feb. 27—Of 
course, farm prices will ultimately 
be dependent upon supply and de­ 
mand. With or without parity they 
are bound to sell lower. Whenever 
great surpluses occur in any product, 
black markets develop. Potatoes, 
which cannot be preserved, may be 
thrown overboard; but the public 
will never stand for throwing wheat, 
corn and other cereals overboard. 
The cost of living for 1949 will be 
less than that for 1948. 
What About Parity 
The above does not mean that the 
parity subsidy which the larmer 
now gets will be eliminated. It may 
automatically and gradually be de­ 
creased; but panty for farm prod­ 
ucts is here to stay. Farmers may 
at last feel that they are going to 
be taken care of as have other 
groups. 
The Government does not compel 
the farmer to sell at any definite 
price, but rather merely offers to 
“loan” the farmer a parity price of 
his product. The Government calls 
it a “loan;” but it really is not a 
loan because, unlike other loans, if 
the value of the product goes down 
below the amount of the “loan.” the 
farmer is not compelled to make up 
this difference. 
It Is a unique 
proijosition of “heads I win, tails 
you lose” always in favor of the 
farmer. 
Let's Look At the Farmer 
When I was a boy there were 
almost no government subsidies of 
any kind. As a result, our Govern­ 
ment which is now spending forty- 
four billion a year, got on with less 
than one billion a year. The first 
subsidy was that of the Protective 
Tariff. This was just as much of a 
subsidy to manufacturers as parity 
support is now* to the farmers. It 
is very difficult to get tariffs re­ 
moved after they have once been 
put on the books. The next .subsidy 
was given to those who would build 
and 
operate 
steamboats. 
These 
subsidies have constantly been in­ 
creased rather than diminished. In 
the meantime. Pension Subsidies 
were given to Civil War veterans, 
then to Spanish War veterans, and 
later to World War veterans. These 
subsidies .started in a small way, 
but here again, they have constant­ 
ly increased. Labor has received a 
subsidy by Government supporting 
labor unions and permitting us con­ 
sumers to be assessed for increased 
wages. 
Perhaps the greatest subsidy is 
that paid to unneeded government 
employees. 
To supply the.Nc and 
other INCOME TAXES were in­ 
vented. It la well to remind younger 
readers that the normal income tax 
in 1913 w as only I or 2 o f the 
highest tax for the richest people 
went Up to only 5*7?. This has 
grad u ally been increased so that the 
normal is now over 20 - and the 
taxes gradually Increase so that the 
rich people pay over 90*71 Hence, 
the farmer Is justified In ask in g 
that he likewise be taken care of as 
well as these useless government 
employees in unnecessary govern­ 
ment bureaus. 
The Farmers Future 
Many talk of parity as a tem­ 
porary affair, but I can assure 
farmers that it will be just as 
permanent as tariffs, soldiers’ pen­ 
sions. labor legislation and income 
taxes. The panty program may be. 


adjusted from time to tune rn ac­ 
cordance with general business con­ 
ditions; but farmers can depend 
upon it forevermore. I forecast that 
from now on whatever the Adminis­ 
tration the farmer will be taken 
care of as he should be. 
The above is one reason why I 
rsm 
optimistic on good farm property 
insurance. Large commercial farms 
may be attacked as other large cor­ 
porations, although they also de­ 
serve protection. I believe, however, 
that the small sustenance farms 
which are fairly near good com­ 
munities are an excellent insurance. 
Every family should own such a 
sustenance farm somewhere. This 
does not mean to leave a good city 
Job and go into farming as a busi­ 
ness. I do not recommend small 
farming as a business, but I do 
recommend it as an insurance, and 
as a place to live and get your food, 
clothing and necessary shelter in 
case of World War J * Further­ 
more. as people wake up to the 
importance of such insurance these 
farms will become more in demand 
and hence, should be a good invest­ 
ment if bought at a right price.

Antu has been susp ected, accord­ 
ing to Dr. McCallum, since many 
of the dog.s that died did not eat 
anything excep t at home. One dog 
died after being taken for a walk 
during which he ate nothing. After 
being retumed home the animal 
became ill and died 45 minutes later. 
Dr. McCallum said the first dogs 
were p oisoned Tuesday and died 
shortly afterwards. TW’o died yester­ 
day and several others died during 
the week. 
South End residents said many 
dogs in the Sp ringdale Street and 
Ashley Street areas have also died 
of p okoning. 
City Police, who have been called 
into the case, have been unable to 
locate any of the p oison yet.
